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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described In a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Midorikawa et al. 

Midoril<Lawa et al disclose an image forming device comprising a printer cartridge 
assembly 54 (Fig. 2); and a first magnetic element 62a (Fig. 4) coupled to the printer 
cartridge assembly, the first magnetic element selected to counterbalance a second 
magnetic element 44a (i.e. reed switch magnetic blade, Fig. 4) on a printer, the first and 
second magnetic elements positioned to lie adjacent to a corresponding magnetic field 
detecting switch on the printer (Fig. 4), where the position of the first magnetic element 
on the cartridge is located so as to change a condition of the corresponding magnetic 
field detecting switch when the cartridge is inserted Into the printer (i.e. typical function 
of the reed switch, also see Col. 4, lines 3-32). 

Midorikawa et al further disclose the magnetic field detecting switch is a reed 
switch (Col. 4, line 29); the corresponding magnetic field detecting switch is an element 
of a cartridge identification code (Col. 4, line 31 ); the first magnetic element on the 
printer cartridge is of a size and strength to countertDalance the fixed magnetic element 
on the printer (typical function of a reed switch); the magnetic field detecting switch

having a first biased position and a neutral position (typical on and off positions of a 
reed switch).
